The barn bu rned was a 
joint ownership stru ctu re, situ ated 
balf on tbe lot of Robert Fu lton and 
half on the lot owned by Mrs. Mary 
A. White of Rockford 
Considerable 
property was stored in the barn and 
tbe heaviest loss falls u pon E. S 
Baker who had his fortu ne telling I 
ou tfit stored I d the sou th half, the 
stu ff inclu ding scenery, tru nks, chairs 
au d paraphrenaiia valu ed at $325. 
The barn and contents were so dry 
and iu flamable that pieces of bu rning 
shingles and boards were carried to 
considerable distance and it is prob­ 
able that the snow on the roofs of 
bu ildngs in the track of the brands is 
all that saved a seriou s conflagration. 
As it was the ends of botn Robert 
Fu lton’s hou se and the White hou se, 
occu pied by

But now we koow he. was 
right. 
In 187i Alexander Graham Bel , in. 
ventor of the telephone, strung his 
wires from Boston to Lowell, a dls 
tance of forty miles. People ridiculed 
the endeavor. 
But Professor Bell 
spoke into the transm itter in Boston 
and b is words were heard irv Lowell. 
LoDg distance telephoning was an ac­ 
complished fact. 
This was a quarter of a century age. 
Today the allied Bell telephone com­ 
panies have almost 2,000,000 sub scrib ­ 
ers connected with each other b y 
4.00.000 miles of wire. 
Of this wire 
mileage 3,000,000 is inside exchange 
lim it8 and used for local service, and 
1.000.000 in toll circuits for long dis 
tance talks. 
In 1881 two years after 
Professor Bell strung his first long 
distance line, there were b ut 730 mtles 
of long distance pole 
lines in the 
United States. 
In 1904 there were 
131 000 and 1905 will see an enormous 
increase.

Ex press malice is defined in the 
statu te as the deliberate intentio n 
u nlawfu lly to take away the life o f a 
fello w creatu re, which is manifested 
by ex ternal circu mstances. 
Impiied malice is when no co nsider­ 
able pro v o catio n appears o r when all 
the circu mstances o f tbe killing sho w 
an abando ned o r malig nant heart. 
Ex press malice mu st be sho wn by 
so mething besides tbe mere act o * 
killing and manner o f killing . 
Ju dg e Heard held in co nclu sio n that, 
there was no pro o f here o ther than 
the bare fact o f the killing . 
The 
malice sho wn, therefo re, was u nder 
the law implied malice and no t ex ­ 
press. 
The decisio n was no t made witho u t 
du e co nsideratio n. 
Befo re anno u nc­ 
ing it, Ju dg e Heard ex amined all the 
au tho rities accessible and then made 
a special trip to Chicag o and went 
thro u g h a law library there. 
He was 
u nable to find a sing le au tho rity in 
o ppo sitio n to his v iew o f the case. 
This is so mething v erv u nu su al.
